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PREFACE. 



The Bedells, although, perhaps, not so numerous as some other 
families which might be mentioned, can claim that their name is not a 
strange one in the land. While they have not had a representative in 
the highest position in the country, they have always been good citizens 
and respectable members of society. 

These pages, it is believed, are the first effort, by a Bedell, to secure 
a tracing of any of the lines now extant, but it is to be hoped it will 
result in the completion of many others, and thus enable those of that 
name and blood, in these days when the old Americans are becoming the 
" honorable minority," to prove their claim to an American ancestry. 



In compiling these pages valuable information has been obtained 
from "Family Records and Genealogies of the first settlers of the 
Passaic Valley/* by John Littell, 1851, and the Bible of Mary Osborn, 
who married Abraham Bedell in 1776, now in possession of David E. 
Bedell, of Newark, N. J. Other facts and dates were obtained from the 
descendants of Sarah Bedell Meeker, in Seneca Co., New York, and 
members of the Bedell family now living in the vicinity of New York.

From such information as can be had, it seems that abont 1665, Philip 
Carteret, Governor of New Jersey, sent messengers through all the adjoining 
provinces, to invite settlers. This resulted in bringing many, and a number of 

inhabitants about , a town in New England, sent a committee to examine 

the land in New Jersey, with the view of settling in that colony. The report 
of this committee must have been favorable to New Jersey, as about 500,000 
acres of laud were purchased from the Indians, and eighty families, some of 
whom came from Long Island, but the majority came from New England, 
who had organized as the '* Elizabethtown Associates," assumed the ownership. 
The land having been surveyed, plots were sold to the members, who soon after 
took possession. In 1699 another survey was made of the ''common" land, 
and other plots were sold. Fifty years later, that is about 1750, we find that 
John Bedell owned 100 acres of land, No. 24 (addition), of the Elizabethtown 
Survey, and also 114 acres. No. 30 (addition), lying North in the next tier of lots 
extending into the Qreat Swamp, and lived in what is now Morris County, in 
the place that was occupied by Isaac Crane in 1850. 

The land owned by John Bedell was a part of that which was sold in 1699, 
but the fact that there were several other Bedell families there in 1750, leads to 
the oonduBion that the Bedells were among the first settlers. 

John Bedell died January 2d, 1768. 

Durin&f the life-time of John BedeU there were a Benjamin Bedell and a 
Henry Bedell, who, without doubt, were related to him. They owned farms in 
the vicinity of New Providence, and both left children. There was also a 
Jacob Bedell, who seems to have died childless, his widow died Sepi 9, 1773.
